5. The importation free of duty ol all material re- 
quired for tlis ri;,'t'ini,' and llttiiij; of ships that cannot 
be procured in tnis l'rQ\-:ncc. 

4. A Just and equitable adJusUncnt of both F.xiiort 
and Import Dues from a reciprocal point of view, 
which would henellt largely the Commercial, Mining 
Agricultural and Lumbering interests of th* Districts 
as well aa of tlie wliole I'ronnce.

Macdonald, by one of the strang- 
~est political accidents, has lost his seat 
at Kingston, a coustituoncy ho had 
represented for 35 years. Ho entered 
Parliament a young man. In his old 
age his constituents forsake liim for new- 
blood. Whilst many constituencies pre- 
viously Reform have sent men in to 
support Sm John, the Knight is him- 
self without a seat. In tliis dilemma 
he telegi-aphed to Mr. BuNsrini on the 
18th iust. to ask if an Island constitu- 
ency would accept hinv as a -member, 
Mr. BuNSTER, with a display of oft- 
hand business energy that docs him 
credit, replied at ouco "Yes," and af- 
terwards called the people together to 

• ratify the reply, which they, did with 
astounding unanimity. With Sir 
John MACDONAiorseated a? one of the 
members for "Victoria City, British 
Columbia ought to exert a great in- 
fluence on the Canadian Govcrnmout; 
and, perhaps, no better means of secur- 
ing Provincial rights could bo found. 
The opportunity seems excellent for se- 
curing a represeiitati\'e possessed of 
the influence and ability to aid the 
.Province in its oxtromity. An eii- 
thusiastie elector, .speaking of tlio 

• proposition, called it "quite Providen- 
tial." If Providence takes an interest 
in politics it is not unvca.sonablo 
to ascribe the defeat of Siu JoiiN 
at Kingston and his 
here as entitled to be 
that category.

quite certiin : If elected 
can, if he will, aid us materially. I\Ir. 
DeCosiios says Sir John will bringthe 
road via Bute Inlet to Esquimalt. That 
pro.spect would in itself '^<v sufticieut 
iaduecmenfc for an Island constituency 
to accept him as a member. Then Sir 
John is not a Separationist and will 
put forth his best eftbrts to retain Brit- 
ish Columbia in the 'Union by accord- 
ing her justice. A third and very 
powerful inducement for the return of 
.Sir JoHH is that in him British Colum- 
bia will be represented in the Cabinet, 
a circumstance that will put an end for 
a time to the aspirations in that direc- 
tion of other British Columbia mem- 
bers, and may prove the means of iii- 
ducing them to work together harraou- 

.aously henceforth. On the whole, we 
see many good reasons why Sir John 
should be chosen to lepreaent the pre- 
mier district of the Province. But let 
the work be done by acclamation. 
There are three candidates still out for 
the City — Messrs. DeCosmos, Elliott 
and Davies. Tliese gentlemen should 
arrange between themselves which shall 
stand with Sir John to represent this 
constituency, J and nomination and elec- 
tion may be effected on the same day — 

, October 3rd. Tho meeting of Wednes- 
day leaned towards Mr. DeCosmos as 
Sir John's colleague. If so he is most 
likely to be the choice in case of a bal- 
lot. In all sincerity we say, return him 
at the nomination and shorten the elec- 
tion agony by fourteen days. There is 
a prospect, however, of the new Gov- 
ernment being too strong, in which case 
there miglit be danger of British Col- 
umbia's rights being overlooked.

Teleqraph Creek, Sept 5, 1878. 
Editor Colonist: — It is with* .pleas- 
ure that I report to you some good 
news received liere last night from Mr. 
Nute, a packer who left Dease Creek 
on the 2d inst. He says that the new 
creek lately discovered called La-Van 
Creek is turning out very rich. There 
are upwards of 200 men employed on it 
and not an idle man to be seen. It is 
rather a flat, heachy creek, with gold 
penetrating into the slato about three 
feet. Mr. Redgrave, Mr. Davie and 
several other prominent men have se- 
cured ground on it. Mr. Brady, the 
toll coUeetor here, has resigned. The 
Gold Commissioner has opened a record- 
ing office. At present there is only 
one whiskey shop. Everybody is full 
of excitement and whip-saws are going 
all night by candlelight. Dease Creek 
is almost deserted by white men, but 
well represented by Chinamen. It is 
about 25 miles distant from Laketown. 
Many miners have taken out $20 in 
the same number of hours after their 
arrival; but the average is from $10.50 
per day to the hand. ilr. Tliibort, jr., 
at tho Discovery claim sold out some 
ten days ago for $500, and the same 
night the purchaser cleaned up over 
that amount in the sluice boxes. Cas- 
siar never looked better than it does at 
. the present day. The river is falling 
rapidly, and from appearances pro- 
visions will bo scarce unless the i-iver 
keeps up. Glenora is looking up; a 
new store, 2 gin mills and another 
bakery have been added this fall to the 
business portion of V that 'rising little 
town. . 

LATER 

Two men, Buckskin Miller and part- 
ner, took out iO ozs. last Friday on La- 
Van Creek. The Discovery claim is 
said to be the worst on the creek. All 
the broken men from othercreeks have 
now got from $200-'to $500 each in 
their pockets. Thiree^ stores have also 
been started during the last four days.

To the hon. Provincial Se'erctanj : * 

Sir : — I have tho Iionoi- to report lor 
tho information of tlu> Government th;it 
there has lately been discovered a creek 
.sonio 20 miles from Doaao; Defot Creek it 
has been called after its discoverer. It is 
only about two miles in length and emp- 
ties into Canon Cicek; v.liicli llow.s iirto 
Dea.se River :f fovi- miles below foot of 
Dea.se Lake. Tliere are over l-'OO miners 
upon it at i)resenL and tlie entire creek 
from mouth to head is atidced oil' and re- 
corded. Upon tho first report of its dis- 
covery, about the middle of last month, 
I scat, in conacqueneo of the ru.sh, Act- 
ing Constable Fitzstubbs to tluvt creek to 
make records and issue free miners' li- 
cences, etc.; where ho is yet stationed and 
will be to tho end of tho season; it being 
absolutely necessary in consequence of the 
number of men flocking there daily to 
have an oflicer present. So great luvs tlie 
excitement been that men have left all 
kinds of euiploynient to visit what is con- 
sidered one of tlio richest creeks of its 
si/.o yet struck in the disirict. 

Upon my return from tlie Stickeen on 
tho 25th ult. I learned that the jiros- 
pocts on Dcfot Crook were very good »nd 
that there being several disputes, etc. my 
presence was urgently required there. I 
I consequently .started on tho 28th 
and when I arrived at tho now 
creek I found tliat tho rejiort.s wero 
true as to its being rich, etc. Some four 
or five companies had theu" sluices set and 
wero making from §10 to 4 oz. per day to 
tho hand. I saw several nuggets, largest 
about 42 ozs. , and since my return to 
Dea.so Creek I liavc heard from good 
authority that ono 2G oz. has been picked 
up. Tho Creek is c.asil}- opened, being 
shallow, there being aboi^ enough water 
to dispose of to advantage. Wood is 
scarce, lumber having to bo packed from 
Boino distance. Tho creek has its source 
in, or 3])rings from, a inountuin conqxacd 
of quartz and the gold found in the upper 
portion of the creek has the appearance 
of having been but recently Kei)aratcd 
from the same, being rough and very 
bright, containing in interstices small 
portions of quartz. The route travelled 
at present from hero is by the lake to 
Thibcrt's Creek landing and then up that 
creek some then miles to Bear Gulch, 
when a north-westerly course over benches 
and mountains for some ton miles leads 
to Dofot Creek. Somo paying bars have 
also been discovered on upper Stickeen, to 
which a number of minora have gone. 

Weather vciy wet and an unseasonable 
autumn anticipated.

(London Dolly Telegraph, Au£^ust 23.) 
Somo of the minor inconveniences at- 
tending an Empire on which the sun 
never sets are illustrated by a telegram 
pQblishcd this morning. At tho very 
time when our attention is divided be- 
tween South Africa and Cyprus, between 
a "little v.-ar'' which drags its weary 
length along and tho new responsibilities 
opened up by our latest possession in the 
Mediterranean, Englishmen are unpleas- 
antly reminded that they havo a colony in 
the far Pacific which does not choose to 
bo lost sight of, and will speak out if it is. 
British Columbi.-v has just given a hint 
that sho exists, that she has a grievance, 
and that she.has a means of redress in her 
0A\Ti hands if hor complaint is not attended 
to. It appears that the Attorney-General 
of that colony has introduced in the Leg- 
islative Assembly a memorial to tlie 
Queen, praying that if tlie terms of tho 
union with the Doip.iiiioii uf Canada 
should not be complied with by May next 
yea^British Columbia might bo allowed 
to withdraw from it, and that this 
menacing memorial was adopted by a 
largo majority. rorini{lable, however, as 
all this souncls, it would 1)0 well not to 
leap precipitately to tho conclusion 
that tho movement presages a break-up of 
the Doniiiiion in so far as its Pacific 
ten'itory is concerned, far less that it 
means the seces.sioii of British Columbia 
from the shelter of tho Union Jack to that 
of tho Stars and Stripes. If tho disturbance 
is not exactly a storm in a teapot, its origin 
at least does not strike deep into any cher- 
ished principles, nor oven into any very 
tirinly rooted sentiments. Tho truth 
scem.s to be that in one or twcj matters of 
local improvement Britiali Columbia 
thinks she has been neglected, and takes 
this peculiar way of impressing tlie Cana- 
dians and tho Home Government with her 
capacity of self-assertion. 

The grievance which tho colonists havo 
arises from the delay in making the rail- 
road across Vancouver Isl.and to Es([ui- 
malt — a strictly local enterprise, but much 
desired by that particular section of the 
colonial population wliich sways /lie Le- 
gislative Assembly, and an cntcrpriso 
tlioughtsufliciontly important by Canadian 
politiciana to draw from them a [H'oinisc to 
carry it out aa one of tho lirst fruits of the 
union, Thcpronii.so wa.i found inconvon- 
iout to keep, and Mr. Mackenzie, the Ca- 
nadian Premier, on whom it devolved to 
fulfil his predecessor's engagements, oflbr- 
^ ed as an alternative a money payment of 
one hundred and sixty thousand jiounds. 
But this sum would not do much towards 
constructing a line sixty miles long, and 
the ColumViians refused it. Lord Duil- 
erin visited the colony and did, perhaps, 
as much ns any man could to smooth down 
its rufllod feelings; but the practical griev- 
ance remained, because the railway was 
not built, and now discontent appears- to 
havo coino to a head. 

Tho slow progress made with tlic trans- 
continental railroad is another grievance ; 
but tko immediate cause of complaint is 
tho local lino. 

Tho dispute will ))robably end, .ns the 
Legislative A.ssombly doubtless expects, in 
compromise ; whether it does or not, and 
whatever tho intermediato stages, thcro is 
little foar that tho most clamorous of,. tho 
grumblers, leaving out the Americari ^ole- 
ment, will dream of annexation to tho 
United States as a remedy. Thoy can do 
bettor as they are, and thoy are quite 
awaro that tho only British territory on 
tho Pacific coast will not want recognition 
at the proper moment. The difficulty is 
not unmanageable, ;b'ut' it yt\XL seyorely test 
the statesmanship and 'taoti^; of the new 
Goremor-Goneral, tho Mairquis of Lom«,

David \V. Higgiiis, editor of The CoLnist, 
Burrondered to his bail, ehavged by Ecjbort 
Holloway, reporter of tlio l^faiulc.rd, with 
assault with intent to do him griovoii.s 
bodily harm. 

A number of promiiiont citizens were 
present to hoar tho procecdinga. Mr. 
A. T. D. McEhiion appeared for tho 
prosecution and Mr. Drake, Q.C., (Drako 
it Jackson) for the defence. 

Counsel for tho complainant referred to 
. tlie Acta bearing on tho caao and alluded 
to what ho conceived to bu the proper 
mode of procedure. Ho coiitcndod that 
it was not witliin tlio jurisdiction of the 
Court to deal witli tlio case summarily. 

Mr. Drake, for the defence, said ho was 
.glad tho point had been raised, and coin- 
cided with his learned friend that the 
Court could not deal witli tlio case sum- 
marily. The examination could only bo 
of a preliminary character as the warrant 
had been is.sucd for an indictable oll'onco. 

After further argument tho Court pro- 
ceeded to licar tho ovidonce for the prose- 
cution.

saw him to the left hand on tho path, the | 
buggy before mentioned being ipn the ! 
right; tvas confii.;ed liy tlie lirst blow for a j 
few seconds; did not see anyone until I 
got on the gravel and found myself jiold- 
ing tho wheel of the buggj'; was struck 
from behind; the first blow wa.^ in tho 
eye; tlio blow which caused the bleeding 
was delivered ivhile on the gravel; think 
the stick was loaded from tho weight of 
tho blow delivered. Will swear the stick 
produced was not the stick I was struck 
with; do not know what I was struck 
with, but judge it was loaded from the 
force of the blow; never saw the stick. 
Tho blow on the top of tho head -was giv- 
en while leaning against tlio buggy wheel. 
Think tho stick was a darker one than tho 
one in Court; after I was struck I heard 
something about traducing somebody in 
tho paper; am connected mth tho Stmu!- 
ard sa reporter. Sometimes see tho pa- 
per before it is issued. [Witness here 
asked if he was obliged to answer the 
question if ho had seen tho paper of the 
18th inst. , and on being pressed said he 
had not seen it.] ' . 

A brief discussion • occurred hero bc- 
'twecn counsel respecting, .the liberty of 
counsel to instruct clients as to what tlioy 
should or should not answer, in which 
His Honor sustainccl coniplain.int's coun- 
sel.

Complainant, resuming, .•said ho did not 
think tho item was offensive; truth could 
never be ofTensive; did not know if Mr. 
Higgins was residinj; in Boacowitz's house, 
but had heard it reported so; thought it 
was a proper newspaper paragraph as ap- 
plied to the person. 

Mr. Drake said ho did not kiow what 
highly perfumed women' might mean, 
perhaps scented by the IStandard.

Frosentatlou of tlio Fxoodom of tho 
Olty of London. 

On Saturday, August '1th, tho free- 
dom of the city of London was present- 
ed to tlie Earl of Beaconsfield and tho 
Marquis of Salisbury. Temple Bar, of 
which only the southern side remains 
standing, was restored for the occasion, 
but tho restoration was not artistically 
a success. The carriage containing the 
Premier passed along Fleet street punc- 
tually at the appointed hour. The 
plenipotentiaries received, of course, an 
immense ovation on entering the Guild- 
hall. The Premier, whose magnificent 
diamond Star and Badge of tho Garter 
flashed again, led tlio Marchioness of 
Salisbury, his colleague escorting the 
Marchioness of Abergavenny, and so 
arrived at the dias in tke library, 
whereupon My Lord Mayor, Owden and 
the Lady Mayoress sat enthroned King 
and Queen of the "city" for the brief 
year in which they are permitted to 
strut and fret and lay themselves out 
for a title. The dins was canopied in 
maroon cloth; edged with yellow fringe, 
and on it beside the thrones were two 
chairs (without arms— one musii draw 
tjjf \VR* »OBi»wh««) for tho two gut»t». 



As for tho other people, who had tick- 
ets admitting them to the platform, 
they P-it on papier inache. Tlien there 
was the table, bearing the red velvet 
stand framed in oak, upon whicli 
the sword, znacey^and cap of State are 
laid. ■ The cap fits on to a block in tho 
middle, and tho sword and mace .are 
crossed below it. 

But all this awful pride, pomii, and 
circumstance did not prevent a gentle- 
man — no, a person — from rising iu his 
place among the spectators while tho 
introductions were going on, and shout- 
ing in a loud but calm and dear voice, 
"Traitors to tho constitution !" Hewas 
immediately sot upon, twenty to one, 
sent sprawling out on tho floor, and 
then " assisted " from tho hall with a 
rapidity and force which must have 
made him giddy. 

Tho World gives the following ac- 
count of this extraordinary incident: — 
"Tho presentation in the Guildhall 
Librar}'' was marred by a very' dis- 
agrooalile occurrence, which was, in 
fact, tlie single event in that portion 
of the celebration. After tho plenipo- 
tentiaries had made their bows to tho 
Lord Mayor And Lady Mayoress, a 
misguided gentleman jumped uji, and, 
in a very clear and wholly une'xcited 
voico, exclaimed, " Traitors to the Con- 
stitution!" It was, of course, a highly 
improper, scandalou.s and generally dis- 
graceful interruption. What followed 
was a characteristic commentary on 
the chivalry of Jingoism. Tho infat- 
uated denouncer of Ministers was iu a 
twinkling torn from his seat and hurled 
upon the floor. It is only safe to hit 
and kick a man when down; and about 
a dozen gentlemen heroically seized tho 
opportunity of pumniolling with their 
fists, sticks and boots the body of tho 
prostrate miscreant, who, it is safe to 
say, would h.ave escaped with impunity 
had he been in a position to challenge 
his assailants successively to single 
combat. But at last even the honor 
of Jingoism was satisfied. Cries of 
"Shame!" and "Fair play!" were raised 
and the opinion scorned to bo gaining 
ground that the luckless man had had 
onough. But tliero were others who 
thought difl'erently, and something 
very like a free fight round, and for, 
his body began. While the uproar 
was at its unseemly height the pleui- 
potentaries left tlie Library for the 
Guiltlhall, there to receive tho freedom 
of the city. It was not an auspicious 
prelude." 

ITo'Trapapors as. a Tovror. 

Cardinal iManning, in a speech at 
the Newspajier Press Fund dinner, the 
Slarquis of Salisbury in tho chair, said 
that the prestige of England had late- 
ly been raised to its ancient dignity. 
A newspaper of great moral and polit- 
ical force in France had in one single 
expression given utterance to tho fact 
by affirming that at tho voice which 
proceeded £rom England, Europe again 
awoke into consciousness of itself. 
(Cheers.) He said tliw without regard 
to Conservative or Liberal, but merely 
as an Englishman who desired to see 
the comity and the common wealth of 
nations once more r estored to peace but 
peace with the only guarantees that 
could restore or preserve, viz, inter- 
national law, and international right. 
What had given to England its great 
glory among the nations was theParli.a- 
rnent, which springing from tlio Coun- 
cil of Kings, that had through an unbrok- 
en tradition of a thousand years, develop- 
ed itself into the greatest and grandest 
Legislature of the world, and whicli had 
also sha}cen from its spreading branches 
legislative acorns of the old English 
oak tluit had reproduced themselves in 
the Dominion of Canada, Australia, 
and in the United States. 

Tpe Gbeat Cat Hoax. — In August 
1815, just before Napoleon I. started 
on his e.xilc to St. Helena, a quantity 
of handbills were distributed through 
the city of Chester, England, at tho 
direction of a very respectable looking, 
quakerly sort of a personage, in- 
forming the public that a great num- 
ber of genteel families had embarked 
at Plymouth to proceed to St. Helena 
with tho troops appointed to guard the 
ex-Emperor. Now, St. Helena, the 
bills stated, was cursed with a plague 
of rats, and the British Slinistry had 
pledged itself to clear the island of those 
noxious animals for the benefit of the 
residents citizens. Accoi-dingly, all 
good Britons were called upon to 
furnish their quantum of their grown 
cats or thriving kittens for the carrying 
out of this purpose. Tho Government 
was willing to pay the piper, and, in 
addition to free transportation in a ves- 
sel, to be specially chartered for the 
purpose, oflbred for each "athletic, full- 
grown tom-cat" sixteen sliillings; for 
eacli "adult female puss" ten shillings ; 
and liulf that sum for every vigorous 
kitten that could "swill milk." The re- 
sult can be imagined. Within three 
days over three tliousand cats were 
collected in Chester. The city vras a 
pandemonium, and one street, in which 
the cat merchants had been directed to 
assemble, was the scene of positive 
and bloody riots. Meantime somo 
mischievous boys let the cats out of their 
bags, and a collossal hunt had to be or- 
ganized among the hoaxed spect-ators. 
In one day five hundred of the obnox- 
ious felines had been thrown into the 
Doe, and Chester for months was 
alllictod with swarms of stray cats as a 
result of the freak.
